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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
Japanese reference (JP 62-225226 A). 

3. JP '226 teaches a gas desulfurization scrubbing system comprising a scrubbing tower (6) 
with sprayers (10) to contact an alkaline solution with sulfur oxides in a flue gas in a scurbbing 
chamber, a tower collection section (7) below the chamber for collecting reaction product, a 
discharge duct (13) above the chamber, a flue gas delivery duct (2) attached to the tower between 
the sprayers and the collection section, a quench section (3) in the delivery duct for contacting 
the flue gas with a portion of the scrubbing slurry, a delivery duct collection section for directing 
the portion to a tank (4), a pipe (3 1) for sending the collected quench slurry to an oxidizer (29) in 
the tower collection section, slurry preparation tanks (15, 24), and pipes for directing the slurry 
back to the tower (see figures, abstract). The source of the flue gas does not limit the claimed 
structure in a way that distinguishes over the prior reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 8-10 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a motivation for using a trough in the gas duct with an 
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overflow portion for directing the quench reaction product, not conveyed to the oxidizer, to the 
tower collection section, in combination with the other recited structure. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

6. Claims 3 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The additional references listed on the attached PTO-892 form disclose gas scrubbers 
with quench or cooling sections.
